“Note what we deem some of the proofs 
of insincerity. 

“A campaign document issued over the 
name of one of his secretaries has a list 
headed: ‘Things Proposed in the Inaugu- 
ral Address and Secured from a Hostile 
Legislature. These things are 31 in 
number and 11 of them, more than half, 
were not proposed in the inaugural ad- 
jress. 

“The page bearing this misrepresenta- 
tion headed: ‘This what Governor 
Foss has done for the people of Massa- 
chusetts” One of the things listed as 
secured from a_ hostile Legislature’ is 
Eight-hour day for public employees.’ 
Note what the North Adams Transcript 
reports Robert McKeown as having said 
of this in a Socialist address at Adams:

“ ‘How about his action on the eight- | 


hour Jaw? He was forced to sign that 
bill after threatening to veto it. I was 
personally informed by the candidate 
for Lieutenant-Governor on the Demo- 
cratic ticket this fall that he went espec- 
ially to Boston and after three or four 
hours, forcing him to the wall to re- 
deem his pledge to the people, he finally 
consented to sign that bill” 

“He also claims credit for the work- 
ingman’s competition law, though that 
resulted from a commission appointed 
by Governor Draper; for the 54-hour law, 
though this too he js said by labor man 
to have been forced to sign; for the pen- 
sions for state employees and city labor- 
ers in Boston, though this too resulted 
from a commission appointed by Gov- 
ernor Draper; for the supervision of loan 
companies, though he had no part what- 
ever in starting the investigation. 

“He says he secured three things from 
a hostile Legislature, but the fact is that 
on more than half of these 21 proposi- 
tions there was nothing that could be 
called a legislative fight. 

“Also he claims credit for the ‘Ap- 
pointment of all other officials on basis 
of fitness, hoping the public will for- 
get how he displaced Charles Warren 
on the civil service commission, a Demo-

of time that counsel may use in oral argu- 
ment. Brevity is to rank higher relatively 
than in the past. Lucidity and cogency are 
to be none the less necessary ; but the case of 
a client must be compressed so far as verbal exposition goes, and the 
court left more than hitherto to study of “briefs.” 

Oi course this decision is not peculiar to this particular tribunal: 
it only registers action on a problem facing all courts in all civilized 
communities. Days are no longer than they were when Moses and 
Solon sat in judgment ; but the complexity of social structure and the 
consequent multiplicity of personal contacts involving possibility of 
litigation constantly increase. Given an elastic and expanding 
working day judges could permit modern lawyers to rival the famous 
exploits of Webster and Rufus Choate, Charles O'Connor or Daniel 
Dougherty.

As the new land is formed it is either naturally or artificially 
leveed and the river maintains its passage, sometimes mere bayous, 
sometimes wide passes with numerous branches, sometimes channels 
deep enough to float the largest merchantunan or battleship. 

Within the zone of the delta there are now estimated to be 
subject to reclamation over 9,000,000 acres of the richest land in the 
world. It is proposed to cut this area up.into units of from 5000 to 
10,000 acres. The drainage is to be accomplished after the manner 
common to the lower Mississippi vallev. First, a canal is cut, the 
dredgings being used to form an embankment, or levee. This not 
ouly keeps all water out, but prevents the water inside from escaping. 
Powertul pumps, however, are put to work, and soon the interior ts 
practically drv land, but low enough to be easily irrigated from the 
canals by gravity streams. Moreover, the canals are to be navigable, 
thus affording easy and cheap communication between the plantations 
and the gulf and river. 

The possibilities of this great tract are not unknown. They can 
be estimated very closely. Based upon what such rich soil ought to 
vield the returns will be enormous. The crops raised, presumably, 
will be mostly of sugar, rice, cotton and corn, but the delta should 
become also one of the most wonderful vegetable and fruit gardens 
it the world. The state of Louisiana ts assuming full cost, control 
and responsibility for the reclamation of the land, and the expectation 
that it will prove to be one of its vreatest assets bids fair to be fully
